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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Inasmuch as little structure is disclosed with respect to the elected embodiment , consideration of 'new matter' 
might become an additional issue should the amendment be entered. Otherwise, the amendment is not proper for entry after close of the 
unlimited stage of prosecution since it would change the scope from that considered during examination and thereby require further 
search and consideration.. 



Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments are premised upon entry of the 
amendment after Final. Inasmuch as the elected embodiment has little structure, Applicant might consider a Divisional application, 
electing another embodiment having more structure. Such option would still allow for prosecution of broad, generic claims should 
Applicant believe that broad, conceptual features are lacking in the prior art. 
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
